8-20) for prosecution. The elet^t-ed-eraims are drawn to 
hydrotropic polymers or copolymers and hydrogels of the present 
invention. This election is made with traverse inasmuch as the 
claimed subject matter sets forth that the elected compounds are 
capable of increasing water solubility of a poorly soluble drug. 
Accordingly, concurrent examination of those claims relating to 
utilization of the elected compounds in pharmaceutical 
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compositions (claim sets I and III) should not be unduly 
burdensome inasmuch as it would presumably be nearly 
coextensive. Similarly, concurrent examination of method of 
forming claims 28 and 30 (identified as falling within claim set 
IV) would not be unduly burdensome. 

The Restriction Requirement further required an election of 
species/subgenus of certain dependent claims within claim set 
II, in the event of its election. Accordingly, the following 
elections are made with traverse: 

Claim 9: the elected hydrophobic moiety is ''substituted and 

unsubstituted nitrogen heterocycles"; 

• Claim 10: the elected arrangement of monomer units is 
'"random"; 

• Claim 14: the elected hydrotropic agent monomer unit is 
polymerizable derivatives of ''N-substituted nicotinamide''; 

• Claim 15: the elected hydrotropic agent monomer unit is vinyl 
derivatives of '"N-picolylnicotinamide"; and 

• Claim 17: the elected poorly soluble drug is ''paclitaxel" . 

The above elections are made with traverse because 
concurrent examination of other recited members of the 
respective Markush groups would not be unduly burdensome.
